NOBTH CAROLINA, 

A special dispatch just received from Ra- 
leigh indicates considerable excitement re- 
sulting from a collision between the United 
States troops and colored militia on Monday 
morning. Ove of Holden’s negro militia sen- 
tinela on duty at camp, in the heart of 
the city, challenged a United States 
soldier who was intoxicated, and coming to- 
ward the Une, receiving no answer, the senti- 
nel shot bim, thirty paces distant, through 
both legs. Au examination of the affair took 
place before the Mayor to-day, and, upon the 
evidence of Colonel Clarke, of Holden's First 
regiment of State troops, to the effect that 
the sentinel had obeyed his tmstructions to 
firoupon any one coming toward the guard- 
line after being halted, the seutinel was dis- 
charged. United States officers testified as 
te the army regulations, which requires 
in time of peace to challenge and if not obeyed 
then to arrest, but not to shoot. They took 
copies of all the evidence in the case. In con- 
sequence of this the United States troops 
here are furious and have to be kept in camp 
strongly guarded with frequent roil-calls to 
prevent their coming to the city and having a 
conflict with the negro State troops. The 
capitol grounds is constantly “guarded by 
there negroes and a sentinel is posted at the 
Governor’s door. Also one at the 
State Adjutant General’s door. The Gover- 
nor will order Kirk not to dellver the allow- 
ance and Coswell prisoners, in obedience to 
writs issued by U.8.Distriot Judge Brooks. The 
Holden organ says that President Grant will 
sustain bim, ane that the Chief Justice of the 
State Supreme Court sustains him, when such 
is not the case. The Chief Justice has thrice 
reiterated bis opinion that the wri: of habeas 
corpus is not suspended, but that he was pow- 
erleds to em orce the writs issued by bim. 
Judge Brooks, it is said, will lay 
the whole mattor before the Federal authori- 
ties. He has complete power to act in the 
matter under the act of Congress of 1367, and 
he 16 determined to enforce the writs. Kirk 
continues to make fresh arrests daily. Twelve 
thachinista were arrested by his troops at thé 
North Carolina Railroad Company's shops 
yesterday.

Only three days ago, m spite of 
the united opposition of the Democratic 
press of the North and the opposition of 
some of the ablest and most influential 
Democratic newspapers in the South, the 
Appeal set up “eternal war on the Fifteenth 
amendment” as its one test of Democratic 
tellowsbip, and its friend, the Mobile Reg- 
ister, declares that if this is not to be the 
Democratic test it would not give “a pipe- 
tul ot Kentucky tobacco for the Demo- 
cratic party.” Whatis the matter? Are 
the Bourbons awake at last to a realizing 
sense of their loneliness and folly? Do the 
red-hot gentry begin to understand that 
there is something in Democracy after all be- 
sides dry bones and dead languages, sound- 
ing names and big adjectives? 


The Three Amendments. 
The gttitude of the Democratic party 
with reference to the Thirteenth and Fif- 
teenth aniendments will determine the 


question of party supremacy in this coun- 


try for the next six or ten years, and it 
may decide for all time the fate of our sys- 
tem as an experimental contradiction to 
the’ Old World's theories of government. 
The position of the Democratic party 
respecting the mere personal rights which 
these amendments have conferred upon 
the negro will lend to it or deny to it the 
power to correct the constitutional dangers 
with which the amendments would still 
be fraught though every black person 
should disappear from the face of the earth. 
Our position on this point will either unite 
our opponents, or enable us to take advan- 
tage ol their divisions on all other ques- 
tions to deteat them: Excepting the prac 
tical fruits of these measures to the 
newly-emancipated and enfranchised, we 
have, as against the Radical tendency to a 
total perversion of our system and against 
the political economy ef the Radical party, 
the hearty sympathy of large masses of 
Northern people who will act. with the 
Republican organization no longer than 
they believe such a course necessary tor 
the preservation of the Union and the pro. 
tection of the negro’s freedom. Surely the 
results to be anticipated from a deteat of 
the Radical party are sufficiently moment- 
ous and the settlement of the issues look- 
ing to that consummation is of sufficient 
importance to demand from all Democrats 
the most perfect candor in the discussion 
ot the Democratic policy and the utmost 
freedom from the spirit of faction and local 
electioneering.

in the crime, or acknowledge the prece- 
dent. When treason assumes the form of 
a great rebellion, and is treated according 
to the laws of war between independent 
nations, that is not an abandonment ana 
a condemnation of the justice of the ordi- 
nary laws against treason and murder. S0 
when a successiul revolution conters priv- 
ileges and rights upon persons previously 
denied them, a practical recognition of 
those rights is a thing very different trom 
approving the meana by which they were 
conferred, It is one thing to condemn 
that invasion of private rights which 


| emancipated the slave without cempen- 


sating the owner, to denounce the distran 
chisement of white men, the overthrow or 
State governments, the torced amendment 
ot the Constitution, the usurpation and 
tyrannies of Congress, and quite another 
thing to demand that all this shail be un- 
done and that all the State and National 
legislation ot the revolutionary period 
shall be declared and treated as void ad 
insiio, There is no abandonment of law 
or principle. in treating these things 
as the acts of de facto gov- 
eruments are treated. We may 
deny that they exist by the exercise of any 
rightiul power, but prudence, the safety 
of society, the stability of government, 
all demand that we shall accept accom- 
plished facts rather than convulse the 
country by a vain attempt to subvert the 
revolution and replace everything i satu 
quo. 

Every Democrat in the United States 
opposed to the last the Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth amendments. No 
Democrat has ever proposed te adopt 
either of them as a Democratic measure, 
or give his approval of their adoption in 
any way that can make him an accessory 
aiter the fact, or accept them as accom- 
plished facts in any sense which can be 
construed into a surrender of the Demo- 
cratic principles which they violate. There 
is not a Democrat in the United States 
who, in any such sense, indorses the Thir- 
teenth amendment. We acknowledge the 
freedom of our former slaves, hire them to 
work for us, pay them for that labor which 
nothing but the Thirteenth amendment 


prevents us from claiming without price, 


and we even pass State laws that enable 
them to collect from us their 
wages. No sane man, and thus 
far not even an insane man, has proposed 
or indulged any thought of reducing the 
negroes again to slavery and reclaiming 
the money they have earned while prac 
tically but (as the former owner is at lib- 
erty to think) unconstitutionally free. And 
im acting thus no man feels that he sur- 
renders a particle ot the Democratic faith 
or that he participates in the robbery of 
himself. But the very moment that it is 
proposed te treat the Fifteenth amend- 
ment precisely.as we treat the Thirteenth, 
we witness an eruption of fine frenzy and 
hear a great deal of spluttering declama- 
tion about “treason to the Democratic 
party,” “surrendering Democratic princi- 
ples,” “adopting Radical measures,” ‘‘in- 
dorsing Radical infamies,” &c. 

Now this distinction without a difference 
is only mischievous abroad. At home it 
means nething buta little local election- 
eering. The men who indulge in it may 
ingratiate themselves by their gushing in- 
dignation at the pobbery of Planter Surrn, 
but they cannot foo] him with the hope ot 
seeing his hands return to the plantation 
on the old terms. He knows that they 
can’t restore his lost labor. He observes 
that they cannot even point out how, or 
when, or by whose aid, they will overthrow 
negro suffrage, which must be done before 
slavery is re-established. 

But it is among the Northern people that 
these unmeaning and otherwise inconse- 
quential onslaughts upon the amendments 
do mischief. Among them the Fifteenth 
amendment is regarded as the logical re- 
sult, or rather as the Siamese twin, of the 
Thirteenth. They believe that the two 
must live and die together, and that a suc- 
cesstul blow aimed at the former must de- 
stroy the latter. If ever we vindicate the 
principles violated in the passage ot 
those amendments, if ever we recall the 
Government from the wrongful and dan- 
gerous tendencies to which they open the 
way, it will be only when we convince 
the people of the North that this can be 
done without deptiving the negro of his 
freedom and without stripping him of that 
personal protection which they believe 
the ballot alone can furnish in the absence 
of Government troops. If the negro had 
been endowed by State action with the 
right of suffrage and all needful 
civil rights the consolidationists would 
have been deprived of the pretext which 
they have used with such deplorable effect 
as a lever wherewith to wrench our system 
from its ancient and only safe foundation. 
Unless we do accept the practical results 
as far as they affect the status of individu- 
als, and unless we can do something toward 
checking the consolidationists,we shall next 
be compelled to submit to Mr. Suummn's 
laws invading the social circle, controlling 
popular education, and fusing all our local 
republics into one imperial and despotic 
centralism. 

To all Democrats who really care wheth- 
er Ca#sar or Pompey triumphs we address 
the question, is there any abandonment of 
Democratic principle in treating the Fli- 
teenth amendment precisely as you treat 
the Thirteenth? II your action under the 
latter and your acceptance of itas an ac- 
complished fact is no treason to the Dem- 
ocratic party, how can your concession of 
negro suffrage be any more an act of trea- 
son and a repudiation of Democratic prin- 
ciples? Why should we organize as a 
= man’s party and engage in a hope- 

less agitation against the potitical status 
of the negro, when so many dangers 
to the system of our  fa- 
thers demand that we shall 
turn all our artillery against the weak 
points in the Radical works? Let us leaye 
the negro where he is and permit no strat- 
egy of our adversaries to lead us into dis- 
cussions about slavery, the wickedness of 
the rebellion, the equal rights of al) men 
to lite, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness, or the mecessity of the ballot as a 
protection to the freedom of the negro. 
Let us hold them to the record they made 
when mutilating the Censtitution, con- 
verting free States into military satrapies, 
disfranchising their own kindred, 
trampling upon the writ of 
habeas corpus, setting the military 
above the civil authority, depriving civil

PRESIDENT OF SL VENTIES. 

This office appears to rank next to that of 
an apostle, and arises as follows: The great 
working body of male Mormons ts divided 
into seventy quorume, each haviog nominally 
seventy members, thoagh, in ty, the 
range ev ere trom ten to seventy, Eac 
has a president, and these, collectively known 
as the Seventy, constitate a grand missiona- 
ry board, which has the general contro! of all 
matters connected with propagating the falt h.

These officers have no special rank io the 
church, as an apostle or leading elder may be 
but a lay mémber in the order.

Brigham Y ougg’s Missionary Experi- 
ences. 


The following account of bis visit to Eng 
land wes grven by Brighem Young in a ser- 
mon deilvered by him at the Taberaacle at 
Salt Lake City recently: 

I recollect when I left to go to Eagland I 
was unable to walk twenty rods without as- 
sistacce. I wag helped to the edge of the 
river Mississrppi and carried across. Woen 
Brother Kimball and I started on our jour- 
vey, there was a struggle between us aud the 
powers of earth and hell whetber or not we 
should accomplish our mission. We 
were ſu the depths of poverty, caused by be- 
ing driven from Missouri, where we had left 
all. I. recollect that one of my own sisters 
pitied my condition and situation; she was 
sorry for me and said, Brother Brigham, 
what necessity is there for you to go to Eng- 
land while you are sick? hy not tarry here 
until you are well!“ I said to her as Is 
off one morning, “Sister Fanny, I never felt 
better in my life.“ She was a very eccentric 
woman, and looking at me with tears in her 
eyes she said, “You lie.“ I said nothing, but 
I was determined 20 go to England orto die 
try My firm resolve was tuat I would do 
what I was required to do in the gospel of 
life and salyation, or I would ale trying to do 
it. Iam so to-day. 

We landed upon the shores of England, 
and then I felt that the chains were broken, 
that the bands that were upon me were burst 
asunder. Twelve months and sixteen days a 
few of the Twelye and Seventies tarried In 
England. Iu those twelve months and six- 
teen days, under my supervision, between 
eight and nioe thousand persons were 
baptzed (though ‘some &postatized) de- 
fore we left, the ee pee were 1 ma — 
emigration prepared, ships were chartere 
and companies sailed out. When I landed tn 
Livergoa! I bad six bits, with which 1 par- 
Cc a bat. In twelve months and sixteen 
days one of the finest vessels in the harbor 
tied up eight days to cry myself and brethren 
across the water. The agents of the vessel 
said eueb a thing had never been dong bo- 
fore; but they were urgent and auxious to 
oblige us, for we had chartered and fitted out 
several Vessels, aud, as our emigration prom-

Four of the Burslars Captured and 
Partially Confess te the Deed. 
Ide details of the robbery of the residence of 
Captain 8. B. Voris, No. 210 Shelby st: eet, which 
occurred on Sunday niaht last, are yet fresh in the 
minds of cur readers, and, aithough hop. of cap- 
turing the burglars at rst was given up, we are 
giad to announce that a portion of the guilty 
ones are sately locked up. About five o’clock on 
Tuesday afternoon a police officer of the Ort dis- 
trict meta young man bamed Wm. Good, who is 
a Wéli-knows thief, lounging around the neigh- 
dorbood of the robbery, and entered tnto con- 
versailon with bim regarding the affair, but 
Good denied any knowledge of it whalever. The 
oMicer knowing dim so well arrested him, aud 
dot as far us the gate of police station No. 1 when 
Good broke away and ran. The officer dred a 
ehot at him, which missed its aim, aud Good es- 
caped.

Samvel Risley, thinking he 
knew a boy on Market street who 
wiebdt probabiy know something of the 
affair, went to him, and learned that John Ship- 
ley, a youth of about eighteen sears, living on 
Jefierson street, betwee» Clay avd Shelby, was 
one of ihe robbers, and Immediaiely went to his 
home and arrested bim. Upon closely interro- 
geting Shipley, it was ascestained that Wm. 


Gd. who escaped from the officers was the 


leader ofa gang of durgtars, and that James 
Kountz, living on Franklin street, between Clay 

and Shelby, end John Root, living on Jeffer-on 
street, between Clay and Shelby, were implic ited 
ta the efair. Lieut. Risley then proceeded to 

arrest these fellows, thérehy securing three of 
the robptrs and lodging them in the station- 
beuse. There remained one ef the others whos- 
capture Was more e-sential tian ali ch rest, aod 
this was Wm. Good, the leader of tre gang, 
whose parents live on Roselane, between Han- 
cock and Clay. About seven o'clock yesterday 
morning Officer Fow came upon Good tn a brick- 
yard inthe southwestern part of the city, and 
succeeded In getting to the Police Court tn time 
to transact the business ef the case. In the court 
they were held in $600 bonds each, which they 
failed to furnish, and went to jail. 

On searching Shipley, at the time of his arrest, 
three dollars and fifty cents of the silver money 
stolen hom Captain Voris were found upon bie 
person. Kountz bad the gold watch and chain. 
and $15 of the silver money buried in the cellar 
of bis house, to which he confessed, and, upon 
looting for the treasure, it was found. Root also 
had a bout $3 of the silver money. Good, the bo- 
tortious leader of the gang, got most of the 
money, and on Monday nigh: visited Woodland 
Gatder, where he spent a large amount in va- 
ricus ways. Three dollars and fifty cents in sil- 
ver were found on his person, and the jJeweiry 
of Mrs. Voris was found in the possession of dis 
mother. also an elegant bowle KEnife, Owned by 
Capt. Voris, al! of which were fulty identified. 
The bulk of the stolen goods is yet undiscovered, 
bat the clew is thoroughty understood, and It 18 
thought that almost everything except the mon- 
ey will be found to-day. The officers who so 
snccessfally worked up this case deserve credit 
for the promptness and accuracy of their move- 
ments in catching the thieves.

cf freight blockades during the coming business 
season. While this view of the subject cannot 
fall o afford great satisfaction to ou: merchants 
and shippers, there is aaother aspect 
of the burimess Which interests all clas es 
of our  cliizens. We refer to the 
manufacturing enterprise of the company, which 
we heave bad an opportunity of inspecting. The 
ccmpany has for some time past been rebuilding 
locemotive eogines heretofore considered worn 
vut, dy taking old defective parts, such as boiler 
and machinery, and putting pew machinery, and 
in mgny cases altering the style of engine, which 
has been made as good as new, and capacity of 
eogine increased trom 80 to 40 and 30 per cent. 
in two cases e@ntirel¥ new engines have been 
vutit In place of engines that were demoliahed— 
vue of these was wrecked Im °63,. and never re- 
built until last year. Many of their engines have 
deen altered from wood to coal-burners, and are 
working very successfully and economicalir, 
much more se than wood. A number of passen- 
ger engines are burning coal, and take seven cars 
trom bere to Nashville, 185 miles, with one tender 
of coal, Billing there upon their return. Freight 
engines, most of them under favorable circum- 
stances, make ne round trip to Bowling Green, 
or 226 miles, with one tender of coal. Thisisa 
great convenience, as there is no 
stopping along the une of road te 
sick up wood, and in winter to dig 
it out of snow and, ice thereby delaying tralas 
and passengers. The company are how building 
five new locomotives, ope pew completed and 
another wili be completed in a week. They have 
also bad during last year ten locomotives made 
in Philadelphia and five more are now buliding 
here, and with the five building here will add 
.wenty to thelr sixty-six, and considering their 
superior weight will Shave nearly forty per cent. 
more lecomotive power. The rolling stock of 
the company never was In as ad order, as the 
company have been preparing with a view toa 
large business im the fall. There have been 
large additions to freight and passenger cars 
during last year. They havo built quite a large 
number of different kiods of freight cars and are 
now building a lot of one hundred box cars, for- 
ty-six of which will be dome at the end of 
this week, In addition to about three hun- 
dred built last year by the Oslo Falls Car Com- 
pany. The company have just turned out three 
new passenger cars and have commenced three 
more of the latest style and Improvements. It 
is their determination to dave tbeir roliing 
stoek fully up to apy road in the country and suf- 
detent to meet even an extraordinary demand 
or business. The demand of business fncreased 
last year so rapidly that the company were com- 
pelled to enlarge their shops to keep up their 
machinery. They sre now building a new wood 
machine shop, 200x70 feet, two stories high; the 
lower story to be Glled with the best aud most 
modern machinery for building and repairing 
cars. The second to be used for upholstering 
and pattern «ork. Anotber shop for erecting 
cars. nearly 900x8 feet wide; also, a biacksmith 
shep to be built. 200x70 feet, nich will be 
equipred with the best bammer, bolt-makers, 
&c.. and forg@mg machinery. 

The mileage made on this road has increased 
oyer n per cent. over last yoar’s return, and 
thie, with more ef®cient machinery. The com- 
pany give employment in all departments at 
Louisville to over 1,000 men—one of the great 
institutions of the city.
